I, Ferris H. Lander, do hereby declare as follows: 

1. I am a registered Patent Agent and am authorized to 
represent the inventor's and assignee in the application 
entitled "Biopolymer Marker Indicative Of Disease State Having A 
Molecular Weight of 1424 Daltons", having U.S. Application 
Serial No. 09/845,726, filed April 30, 2001. 

2 . In order to provide data which would obviate any 
rejection/objection regarding completeness of the disclosure, I 
contacted Dr. George Jackowski, Chairman and Chief Science 
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Officer of Syn-x Pharma Inc., and asked to be provided with 
evidence of the absence of the 1424 dalton marker (amino acid 
residues 2-12 of SEQ ID N0:1) in normal human sera. 

3. This declaration (including the attached figure) is 
provided in order to show a comparison of the indicated disease 
marker (the 1424 dalton marker; amino acid residues 2-12 of SEQ 
ID N0:1) to a normal /control group, so as to evidence that the 
marker is not present in normal human sera. 

4. The attached figure, obtained from Dr. Jackowski , 
provides side-by- side profiles (obtained using techniques of 
mass spectrometry) of normal human sera versus sera from 
congestive heart failure patients. This profile comparison 
clearly evidences the absence of the 1424 dalton marker (amino 
acid residues 2-12 of SEQ ID N0:1) in normal human sera.
